Esplanade  at  Lyn  mouth  was  commenced  in  188b. 
They  were  not  in  a position  then  to  complete  the 
work.  Since  1886  the  rateable  value  of  Lynton 
had  increased  quite  30  per  cent.  The  general 
district  rates  were  very  much  lower  now  than 
formerly,  being  only  3s,  in  the  U per  annum.  If 
opposition  was  raised,  he  thought  it  would  arise 
chiefly  from  those  who  bad  independent  means  to 
live  on.  Most  of  the  persons  who  lived  in  the 
slace  depended  on  visitors  for  their  trade*  and 
iving,  and  therefore  were  desirous  that  the 
Esplanade  should  be  extended  for  their  con- 
venience. Lynton  and  Lynmouih  were  divided  ^ 
ecclesiastically,  but  formed  one  parish  for 
rateable  purposes.  It  was  the  policy  of  the 
Council  to  get  rid  of  any  feelirig  of  opposition  ; 
between  the  two  parts  of  the  parish.  If  the  work  . 
had  to  be  done  out  of  rates,  it  would  mean  a very 
high  rate,  but  if  paid  out  of  loan  the  burden 
would  not  press  so  heavily. 

Capt.  Hume  agreed  with  some  of  Mr.  Hey  wood  8 ; 
remarks,  but  thought  there  were  more  important , 
works  needed  than  the  extension  of  the  Esplanade. 
In  the  first  place,  the  improvement  of  the  watei 
supply  was  more  desirable,  and  then  the  Board 
was  under  the  necessity  of  erecting  a building  in 
the  Market-place.
